palm wine. Tiny aie as lithe and 
supple in climbing trees as monkeys 
or baboons, although they are phvsi 
callv as perfect men as uny of the 
giant, tribes thereabout, and.lhey 
M much. 
" The men are not over four and a 
half feet high, while the women are a 
good deal smaller. These tiny little 
men are both brave and cunning. 

■ ire experts with i he bow and 

airow, and readily bring down the 
Afncan bison, antelope and even 
elephants with them. As trappers of 
small animals they are iinsurp.. 
In a close pinch ihev use the lance 
with astonishing dexlenly, and an 
ordinary sling in their hands is wield 
ed with wonderful skill. The dwarfs 
collect the sap of the palm, with 
whioll they make soap. The men aie 
smooth laced and of a rich mahogany 
color, while the hair is short, kinky 
and as black as night.

WEAPONS OF THE PERSIANS. 

Of weapons the Persian is very fond 
and proud, although he hardly over 
uses them, for, as I pointed out be- 
fore, personal bravery is not one of bis 

leading traits. Ancient, weapons, 
made by the armorers and engravers 
or old. are highly prized, and fabu- 
lous sums are often paid for them. 
The art of making the weapons has 
been lost in Persia, and what really 
line specimens now exist, date back at 

least several hundreds of years. They 

are imitated, Of course, especially in 
Ispahan : but comparison at; once 
shows their spurious nature. For old 
guns with long stocks, chased, en- 
graved, .and embellished with small 
gold and silver and mother of pearl 
plates, made of Damascene steel, three 
hundred bo seven hundred torn an 
four hundred and fifty dollars to ten 
hundred and tifty dollars) tire some- 
times paid. The Shenisheer (straight 
•word or soimeter) ii likewise often 
artistically shaped and finished, and 
the same is true or the fateinrh (broad 
-lan dagger), and the klnnidahar 

(pointed and carved dagger). All 

these weapons are, as 1 have said, 
generally worn for show, not for use, 
which does not. however, interfere 
with the fact that, they would make 
most formidable weapons, when 
wielded by stout hands. The kticmch 
especially, which resembles very much 
the short Roman swoid. is a splendid 
arm in a hand-to-hand encounter.

forward that object. The invest. 

aid, was truly " I'.read cast 

upon the waters" and had returned lo 



the town an hundred fold. Book- 
learning, ho 3aid, was very well in its 
way, but more importance should be 
attached to tbo practical education af- 
forded by the farm, the work shop 
and Iho home. This kind of eduea 
tion it was which made Mr. BrOWti 
an intelligent, independent and think- 
ing man, in spite of his deprivation 
of the faculties of speech and hear- 
ing. 

Mr. Brown, ho said, was handicap- 
ped in the beginning by age, and also 
by the fact that, educating the deaf, 
was in its infancy when ho went, to 
school. But bo applied himself to 
the improvement of his opportunities 
as fow had done and reaped an approx- 
imate reward. He occupied a com 
paratively obscure plaoo in the world, 
away up in tbo Granite Hills, but ho 
had always the welfare of his class at, 
heart, and gave largely of his lime, 
thought and money to forward if : 
bes id es contributing to its strength 
and glory in no small measure by 
means of his over busy quill. The 
world was certainly better for his 
having lived in it. Ho was not one of 
those who acquired naval or military 
fame ; his natno would never grace 
the annals of history, but in I lie hearts 
of all who know him there would 
always bo a spot reserved for his 
memory. Over thirty years before 
he died, ho camo to the conclusion 
that a betterVnd brighter day was in 
Store for the deaf and dumb, and he 
did all he could to hasten that day — > 
he Wat largely instrumental in forward- 
ing it — and lived to see many of his 
predictions fulfilled and evidences 
that the rest would bo so in time. 
The eulogist spoke for over an hour. 

and expressed himself as glad of the 

opportunity to help do Mr. Brown's 
memory justice and add his testimony 

that, by tho decease of that old man, 
the deaf and dumb lost a faithful, 
active, energetic and efficient worker 
and friend. 

Be Said in conclusion : I have tried 
to paint him as he was ; in regard to 
what he is, I can only quote the poet 
and say that, when he died,

Its inhabitants are 
eh tolly employed in tho industry of 
fishing, and thoso of luern who are 
not owners of a fishing smack, or a 
vessel of liko proportions, possess at 
least some resemblance to one. Two 
great railroads are required to convoy 
the multitudes that visit it every day, 
which gUt's to show Canar.sie is a very 
promising town. 

To spend a week or two in Oanarsie 
has a great, affect on the physical con- 
dition of a person, and for that reason 
it is at certain periods of tho year 
largely patronized by dyspeptics, 
chronics, free-thinkers, handlers, and 
others, who llnd its uir most invigor- 
ating and its closa proximity to the 
fai' famed Barron Island a great, at- 
traction.

The Blind and Dear of Japan. 

Tokio, CAPiTi.1. or Japajj. 
The results of my enquiries about 
the efforts to instruct the Blind and 
the Deaf in Japan have been as fol- 
lows : — 

After landing from the steamer at 
Yokohama, I found the headquarters 
of the National Bible Society of Scot- 
land at 77 Main street, whose Scotch 
Agent, J. A. Thomson, has taken a 
deep interest in the instruction of the 
Blind. 

After breaking an ordinary printing 
press several times in printing em- 
bossed books for them, he got out from 
London, a press of extra power upon 
which ho prints the Gospel of Mark, 
the Sermon on the Mount, the 'Ten 
Commandments, a tract upon Salva- 
tion, in Japanese, etc. 

The simplicity and fewness of mem- 
bers of the Japanese syllables, or let- 
ters as yon might call them, is inoh 
that he has called in blind men from 
the street, who have in former years 
had their sight and were readers, and 
they would tell upon the Bnt touch 
these syllables and in half an hour by 
reading right along, and able to teach 
their blind mates. 

The Society has sold many of these 
books for the blind from which great 
good is anticipated. Of course, t hose 
who never learned to read most go 
through a longer process. 

At Tokio, I found a diversity of 
sentiment, somo preferring to leach 
the blind, the Romanized Japanese, 
and portions of Scripture are prepar- 
ed in it ; others advocate the emboss 
ing of the Chinese character, and I 
foqnd this had boon done to eoi si, lei 
able extent in tho Institution for 
the Blind and Deaf of Tokio 

Upon coming up to Tokio, a trip 
of a little over mi hour on the cats. 1 
sought out a lady, tho wife of a mis 
sionary physician, who is an enthusiast 
in efforts for tho elevation of the Deaf 
as well as the Blind of Japan, 
has taught a deaf girl, who was her 
special pupil for some time, and has 
gone into a public institution for the 
teaching of tho Deaf and Blind in 
Tokio, and taught in various ways, 
music, worsted work, etc. 

It was summer vacation, but she 
took me to the buildings, where 
met Mr. N. Konishi. ' the 
principal. 

The great brick building is very 
spacious for the various departments 
of instruction, and is not used at all 
for boarding and lodgings. The 
Japanese lodgings at one side of the 
grounds are small and simple, after 
the style of the country. 

My attention was particularly excit- 
ed by the Japanese custom of consign- 
ing tho business of " Mansage " or 
shampooing, to the Blind. 'This has 
been tho case for a good while, end so 
during the seven years of this Insti- 
tution much has been done in train- 
ing the blind for their favorite oooupa 
lion in Japan, quite as general, but 
more profitable for all concerned than 
the fortune-telling or tho sightless 
Chine; 

'The teaching of the "massage" 
consists in practicing upon people 
brought them for tho purpose, Sfou 
will find Shampoo given in tho Die 
tionary, as a word from India mean 
ing to rub and percuss the whole 
surface of the body, and at tho same 
time to flex and extend the limbs and 
rack tho joints. Our word massage is 
probably derived from the Chinos,, by 
tho Prench. 

Tho teaching of music is done on 
native stringed instruments, some of 
them much longer than a man 
of late square and upright pianos 
have boon introdueed. One young 
man was playing as we entered ' 

'The printing on the walls ami in 
the glass cases were numerous and 
well done. The deaf pupils thus 
showing their talent. All kinds of 
noeoWtnvork is practiced and exhibi- 
tions have been made of it. Can you 
send your paper to Mr. R. Yatabe. 
Imperial University, Tokio, Japan. 
He is government cirector of the 
Tokio Institution for the Blind and 
tin Deaf, and is well road in English, 
but asks for more information regard 
ing these special subjects. Will the 
other papers in the various institutions 
in the United States and Canada semi 
copies of their regular issues lo his 
address, or the principal, Mr. N. 
Konishi, Tokio Institution for the 
Blind and Deaf, Tokio, Japan.
